In an editorial on the cdntro- 
msy. The Carleton declared it was 
determined tbattsuch ■ council action 
would not iiappen again and that 
student' opinion backed the manag- 
ing board. A meeting between the 
council and the managing bpàrd, 
the paper ideclared, resulted in an 
agreement that the'^coiinctl could 
under no circumstances interfere 
with the' paper. As a result of the 
meeting, The Carleton declared, it 
was agreed that "the council will 
have the right to advise and warn, 
but no more." , .. 

A move Is under wjty lo have the 
çonsUt^on^of^j^thejjysiiîhenU: As- 
sociatlon ' amended io Yt^ ^'c^ 
states that the council cannot in- 
terfere. The council would have 
the right to 'take Judicial action 
after an issue appeared, provided 
it cjiuld obtain the- support of the 
student body, but interference by 
the council in the general produc- 
tion of the, paper,, would be con- 
trary to the coiutltution.

David L'Espcrance and 
Bill Lawand were the speakers for 
the negative.' 

Dan Kingstone opened the debate 
for the' affirmative»by stating that 
no one whatever iîis station in life 
should be denied the privileges of 
a high-school education. 

Dave L'Espérance, the first 
speaker for the negative, said that 
compulsory high-school education 
would'have a drastic effect on ag- 
riculture In the province of (^iuebec, 
because it\wotild decrease the rur- 
al population 80 Important to Que- 
bec's economy. He also mentioned 
that trade schools would be neR- 
lected annd therefore the technical 
skills of the province should suf- 
fer. 

Doreen MacFarlane, the second 
speaker for the affirmative, de- 
clared that everyone should strive 
for complete knowledge and that 
the high school was the best place 
to obtain the foundation for this 
high Ideal. 

Bill Lawand, second speaker far 
the negative, "stated that even ' If 
fees for high schools were abolished 
and ïree.books provided, the large 
majority of those unable ao^ attend 
high school now , becaltsè' of 'finan- 
cial reasons would still not be able 
to attend. These, he went on, 
might be forced to earn their own 
living and if compelled to go to 
high school, might lose their means 
of livelihood. ; ; , \ , ; 

Kihgsto'ne's^ rebuttal consisted -of 
the assertion that the government 
could, and should, provide tor 
students who cannot afford to go 
lo high school. 

Art Leznoff gave a brief critic-

summary- that showed that while 
there was- general Interest in the 
Hart House activities mentioned 
(debates, music, art and library dis- 
cussions) the actual attendance 
was much less than the professed 
interest. 

Two-Thirds Interested 
For example, 46% of students 
questioned slated that they were 
interested; in debailng, yet only 
18% attended, and'not all of these 
attended regularly, 66% were in- 
terested In music, and 34% claimed 
that they attended the Hart House 
concerts. The difference was at- 
tributed mainly to lack of time 
While Engineers have a higher In- 
tereit in . music, with 68% voting 
for thl» type of activity, the Arts 
men actually attended more of 
these. 

Little over a third of those In art 
ever attend the classes in drawing, 
or even go down to the gallery to 
browse around. And only 36% of 
those polled showed this Interest 
In art. .This Door showing la A 
trlbuted to a,lack of publicity by 
many, but the real fault lies in. lack 
of Interest' aecurdlng to a study of 
the figures and the accompanying 
comments. 

The response to the conducted 
library discussions, is only 6% of 
those approached, and piost of these 
attend at irregular intervals. 20^ 
said that they .Would be Interested 
if they knew when they would be 
held. Again lack of publicity was 
blamed for the small attendance.
